Tlie New lork Board of Health has 


prepared and issued to the P61icc Deparf 


mont Instructions for the guidance of 
policemen in dealing with cases of sun 
stroke 
After stating that there are two 


forms of sunstroke, heat exhaustion and 
heat stroke, the circulars continue 


" Heat Exhaustion—Prolonged exposure 


to high temperature, particularly when 
combined with physical exertion, Is liable 
to be followed by great prostration, col 
lapse, restlessness and, in severe cases, 
by delirium 
Unlike heat stroke, the sur- 


face of thc body Is usually cool, the pulse 
small and rayld and the temperature be- 
low normal—as Ion as 9S degrees or 90 
degrees 
It Is not necessary that the per- 


son shall have been exposed to the direct 
rays of the sun, as the condition may 
come on when working m close, confined 
rooms during mid summer, and when ex 
posed to great artificial beat, 09 In laun 
dries buker shops and engine rooms 


Sunstroke 
or Heatstroke—This is 


chiefly confined to persons working very 
hard while exposed to the sun 
It Is com 


mon m our large cities, but is unknown 
in the country 
Ihose habituated to the 


use of beer aud n hlskey and the debilitated 
are especially predisposed to attacks 


"bymptous—Ihe attack may be sudden 


and the patient be struck down and die 
within an hour with symptons of heart 
failure, difficult breathing and loss of 
consciousness 
The usual form comes on 


during exposure, with pain in the head, 
dizziness, a feeling of weakness and some- 
times nausea and vomiting 
The loss of 


consciousness may be only transient or It 
may be complete 
The face Is flushed, 


the ekln pungent, the pulse rapid and full, 
and the tempe-ature very high, from 107 
degrees to 110 degrees 
The breathing Is 


labored and deep, sometimes loud. 
It Is 


important to note that In heat exhaustion 
the skin Is moist, pale and cool, the 
breathing easy though hurried, the pulse 
small and soft and the senses entire, while 
in heatstroke there is usually insensibility 
and great heat of skin 
' Precautions—Dark, close-fitting and 


heavv clothing and such as compresses 
the chest and neck should not be worn 
during the heated term 
For those who 


are obliged to labor In the sun, light cloth- 
Ing and a straw or light felt hat, permit- 
ting free circulation of thc air are prefer- 
able 


On very hot days one should drink fre- 


ijuuitly of cool water In moderate quantI-
